Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report  for  your 
consideration.  My  official  duties  are  so  well  known  that  it  is 
unnecessary  to  remind  the  Authority  of  them. 

Again  must  I  draw  the  attention  of  the  Authority  to  the  five 
most  important  Sanitary  defects  of  the  District,  and  to  which 
special  attention  has  been  drawn  in  all  my  previous  Reports. 
They  are  ( l)  thegeneral  scarcity  of  Water  supply,  (2)  the  defective 
Drainage,  (3)  the  pollution  of  Streams  and  Watercourses  by  un¬ 
purified  Sewage,  (4)  the  absence  of  Systematic  Scavenging,  and 
(5)  the  need  of  an  infectious  Hospital. 

In  previous  Reports  I  have  endeavoured  to  remind  the 
Authority  of  the  grave  responsibility  that  rests  upon  them  in 
delaying  the  remedying  of  these  defective  conditions.  So  long  as 
they  continue,  so  long  must  the  Public  Health  be  endangered. 
Increased  death,  zymotic,  and  infant  mortality  rates  are  the  result 
of  a  policy  of  procrastination  and  delay.  The  District  is  composed 
of  24  Townships,  10  of  which  are  of  a  purely  agricultural  charac¬ 
ter  at  the  present  time.  Originally  consisting  of  an  entirely 
Agricultural  population,  the  District  has,  in  comparatively  few 
years,  been  transformed  into  a  Mining  District,  with  the  almost 
certain  probability  that  future  years  will  tend  to  make  this  trans¬ 
formation  more  complete  by  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  existing 
Collieries,  and  the  sinking  of  new  Coal  Mines.  It  is  on  account 
of  the  disregard,  the  ignorance,  the  indifference  of  this  class  of 
population  of  the  most  ordinary  rules  of  health,  which  have  so 
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much  enhanced  the  difficulties  with  which  the  Authority  have  to 
deal. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  record  that  little  or  nothing  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  to  remedy  the  insanitary 
conditions  mentioned. 

The  Water  Supply,  the  most  glaring  defect  of  the  District,  is 
in  exactly  the  same  state  as  a  year  ago,  the  general  scarcity  being 
more  felt  in  consequence  of  an  unusually  low  Rainfall.  It  is  well 
known  that  not  any  of  the  larger  Townships  have  any  adequate 
water  supply.  In  most  of  thepublic  wells,  the  water  has  been  found 
on  analysis  to  be  of  very  doubtful  purity,  to  say  nothing  of  their 
failure  to  supply  the  demands  made  upon  them.  In  mostof  the  town¬ 
ships  thedistanceof  such  publicsupplies  isso great  that  much  hard¬ 
ship  and  suffering  is  experienced  by  those  who  are  dependent  upon 
them  for  their  daily  requirements,  and  when  they  fail,  they  have 
to  beg,  buy,  or  steal  from  private  sources,  as  best  they  can.  The 
state  of  the  Water  Supply  of  the  District  can  therefore  only  be 
described  as  most  deplorable.  The  Townships  that  are  the 
greatest  sufferers  are  those  containing  the  larger  Colliery  popula¬ 
tion.  They  are,  Ryhill,  Havercroft,  South  Hiendley,  Shafton, 
Brierley,  Hemsworth,  Ackworth,  South  Kirkby,  South  Elmsall, 
Great  Houghton,  and  Little  Houghton.  Of  the  agricultural 
villages,  Kirk  Smeaton  is  supplied  by  a  well  in  close  contact  with 
the  River  Went,  and  a  Scheme  is  at  the  present  moment  being 
carried  out,  by  private  effort,  for  the  supply  of  Badsworth. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Authority  has  been  spent  during  the 
past  year  in  discussing  the  best  means  of  supplying  the  Colliery 
Townships.  As  a  result,  Ackworth  is  to  be  supplied  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Pontefract,  the  scheme  of  which  is  now  awaiting  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Authority  have  instructed  an  Engineer  as  to  the  supply 
of  Hemsworth,  no  definite  decision  having  been  arrived  at,  at  the 
present  time,  as  to  how  this  is  to  be  accomplished. 

Negotiations  are  now  taking  place  for  the  supply  of  Ryhill, 
Havercroft.  South  Hiendley,  Shafton  and  Brierley  by  the  Barnsley 
Corporation. 

Great  Houghton  and  Little  Houghton  are  in  the  Dearne 
Valley  Water  District  Act  and  will  eventually  be  supplied  by  this 


Company,  but  no  action  has  been  taken  to  obtain  an  immediate 
supply.  No  scheme  has  been  promulgated  for  the  supply  of  South 
Kirkby,  and  South  Elmsall,  in  spite  of  the  great  scarcity  that 
exists  in  the  former  Township. 

The  present  year,  therefore,  should  seeThese  proposed  Schemes 
carried  beyond  the  stage  of  discussion,  over  which  so  much  valu¬ 
able  time  has  been  expended,  into  actual  operation,  and  when 
accomplished,  the  Authority  may  rest  assured  they  have  conferred 
a  boon  on  many  who  have  so  long  been  deprived  of  so  urgent  a 
necessity  and  one  upon  which  the  good  health  and  well  being  of 
so  many  depend. 

Much  discussion  has  taken  place  upon  Drainage  Schemes  for 
the  Colliery  Townships,  but  with  the  exception  of  South  Kirkby, 
where  main  Sewers  have  been  laid,  no  further  steps  have  been 
taken  during  the  past  year.  The  present  year,  however,  should 
make  amends  for  the  delay,  by  the  completion  of  the  Schemes 
decided  upon.  These  are  for  Ackworth,  Great  Houghton,  South 
Hiendley,  South  Kirkby,  and  an  improved  system  of  drainage  for 
Hemsworth,  whilst  preliminary  negotiations  are  taking  place  for 
the  drainage  of  Little  Houghton. 

The  drainage  of  Havercroft,  Moorthorpe,  and  South  Elmsall 
has  still  to  be  dealt  with,  as  well  as  the  agricultural  Townships, 
the  need  for  which  is  not  of  the  same  urgent  necessity. 

To  prevent  the  Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Water  Courses,  the 
proposed  Schemes  include  the  purification  of  the  Sewage  by  means 
of  tanks,  chemical  precipitation  of  the  Sewage,  and  irrigation  of 
the  effluent. 

In  previous  Reports  the  need  of  systematic  Scavenging  has 
been  strongly  advised.  Hemsworth  is  the  only  Township  in 
which  any  attempt  has  been  made,  and  here  the  existing  system 
is  capable  of  great  improvement,  both  as  regards  the  frequency 
which  it  is  at  present  carried  out,  and  the  time  and  the  method 
in  which  it  is  done.  In  all  the  other  Towmships  the  old  state  of 
affairs  still  exists,  by  arrangement,  usually  with  farmers,  with  the 
result  of  large  accumulations  of  faecal  matter  and  ashpits  full  to 
overflowing. 

How  dangerous  to  health  must  be  the  proximity  of  this  former 
condition  it  is  unecessary  to  point  out,  to  say  nothing  of  the  heaps 
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of  decomposing  vegetable  matter  for  which  most  ashpits  are  the 
common  receptacle.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  satisfactorily 
arrange,  but  it  is  none  the  less  necessary  that  the  earnest  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Authority  should  be  given  to  such  an  insanitary  de¬ 
fect.  In  all  the  Colliery  Townships  it  is  essential  that  prompt 
and  complete  scavenging  should  be  provided. 

In  consequence  of  an  epidemic  of  Small  Pox  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year,  a  Temporary  Hospital  was  erected  on  Brierley 
Common  for  the  isolation  of  the  patients.  Provision  was  made 
for  twelve  cases.  In  many  respects  an  excellent  site  has  been 
chosen,  and  it  is  here  that  the  Permanant  Hospital  will  be  erected 
during  the  present  year  with  accommodation  for  sixteen  beds.  In 
connection  with  the  Temporary  Plospital  a  permanent  block  has 
been  erected  containing  a  Disinfector  (Massie  and  Warner’s) 
Wash-house,  Ambulance  Shed,  Mortuary,  Bathroom,  &c. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  are  appended  to  this  Report. 
From  them  it  will  be  seen  the  highest  Birth-rate  is  recorded  for 
the  last  ten  years,  but  against  this  is  a  very  high  Death-rate 
mainly  due  to  the  excessive  rate  of  Infant  Mortality. 

Referring  to  Table  i  it  will  be  seen  that  Small  Pox  was  pre¬ 
valent  at  South  Elmsall,  South  Kirkby  and  Hemsworth.  The 
disease  was  imported  into  the  District  from  the  neighbouring 
Towns.  Of  the  22  cases,  3  were  fatal,  of  the  fatal  cases  two  had 
not  been  vaccinated,  and  the  other  case  indifferently.  In  the 
remaining  cases  the  severest  were  those  in  whom  the  vaccination 
cicatrices  were  few  and  indistinct,  thus  proving  the  value  of  re-* 
vaccination.  There  was  no  case  in  which  re-vaccination  had 
been  performed.  Seventeen  of  the  cases  were  treated  at  their 
own  homes  at  considerable  cost  to  the  Authority,  the  remaining 
five  at  the  Temporary  Plospital  where  no  deaths  occurred.  Of 
the  other  Infectious  Diseases  it  will  be  seen  that  Scarlet  Fever 
was  responsible  for  the  majority  of  the  cases  notified,  Hemsworth 
being  the  greatest  sufferer,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  school 
at  Kinsley  for  a  fortnight  during  January.  The  South  Elmsall 
school  w'as  closed  for  a  fortnight  in  February  in  consequence  of 
the  epidemic  of  Small  Pox,  and  again  in  December  for  three  weeks 
in  consequence  of  an  epidemic  of  Measles.  Special  Reports  of 
the  outbreaks  of  these  and  other  Infectious  Diseases  have  been 
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duly  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  West 
Riding  County  Council. 

The  Nuisance  Inspector  reports  that  174  nuisances  occured 
during  the  year,  of  which  166  have  been  remedied,  the  remain¬ 
der  being  added  to  the  1894  list*  They  were  of  the  usual  charac¬ 
ter  and  need  no  further  comment.  With  the  permission  of  the 
Authority,  I  would  take  this,  the  only  opportunity  I  have  had,  of 
bearing  testimony  to  the  loss  the  Authority  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  their  late  Inspector.  I  can  from  personal  knowledge 
testify  that  he  was  devoted  to  the  services  of  the  Authority. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  again  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Authority  and  their  Officials  for  the  aid  they  have  rendered  to  me 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.
